The raiders dropped a large 
number of bombs, apparently In hap- 
haaard fashion from a mile or two

The Italian forces had to cross ths 
river, protect ths advancing Infantry, 
consolidate the conquered positions and 
entrench themselves under the concen¬ 
trated firs of the enemy., who was 
counter-attacking and making ths 
work of the Italians almost Impossible.

The ref¬ 
erence la to his connection with the 
Royal Jubilee Hospital, an Institution 
which owes Ha existence to the per¬ 
sistent endeavor of a handful of city 
fathers who had rather longer vision 
than their fellows —— 

“The real nucleus of the hospital 
arose from a little Incident which has 
been related on more than one occa¬ 
sion in recent yed»a in connection with 
the late Bishop* Crldge," said Mr. Wil¬ 
son. “A sick man was found one day 
lying under a shade-tree In the 
Bishop’s garden, having been left 
there by friends whs bad disappeared 
In the meantime without leaving any 
trace of their Identity other than the 
man. Then we began to think about 
a hospital. The first hospital krss 
where the Arcade building now stands. 
It was a temporary structure. LaXer 
the hospital was established at Hos¬ 
pital l»olnt. a Dr. Seeley being put in 
charge. Bishop Crldge took a great 
Interest in it, and helped In many 
ways to add to tha comfort of the 
patients.** 

At Spring Ridge. 

The hospital was moved a second 
time to Spring Ridge, receiving the 
name “Royal Hospital/’ The first 
board was composed of Bishop (the® 
Dean) Crldge and A. F* Pemberton, as 
far as Mr. Wilson could recall. The 
patients were all men, chiefly miners 
who were suffering In one way or an¬ 
other with the rigors of their occupa¬ 
tion under the severe hardships of tha 
early days in the Interior. It was 
" through the bequest of a sign-painter, 
who left $1,800 to the hospital on con¬ 
dition that accommodation be made 
for women patients, that the Institu¬ 
tion was extended to admit other than 
men, and the sum Was augmented by 
the Industry of a pubMo-eptrlted 
woman, Mrs. Harris, and three or four 
Other ladles who canvassed the city 
energetically with the result that suf¬ 
ficient was collected to found h 
woman's ward with half a dosen beds. 

“Up to then there were only male 
nurses In the hospital," continued Mr. 
Wilson. “When the addition of a 
woman's waM was made, wemen 
nurses were installed. In 1801 there 
was an outbreak of smallpox. It was 
terrible trying to find a place to put 
the victims. There were at one time 
ae many as 120 patients In the grounds 
of the hospital In rough houses put up 
hurriedly and afterwards burnt down 
when they were no longer required. 
The scourge lasted about two months.** 

Long Connection. 

It was about 1071 that Mr. Wilson 
was put on tha hospital board, And he 
has occupied s place thereon till two 
y ea— a g o*--—-- 

The first effort to found a Provin¬ 
cial hospital which would really ade¬ 
quately meet the needs waa met rather 
half-heartedly by the Government. Fi¬ 
nally. however, they were persuaded to 
a concession. TJjey would give 820.000 
on condition that the cltlaens of Vic¬ 
toria* did the name. The amount was 
considered fabulous, and the Govern¬ 
ment thought the matter was kt aw 


Troubles Not Over. 

A drunken steward was the first big 
trouble which befell the management. 
He was put In the lock-up. His com¬ 
patriots, good clannish Boots, held a 
mass--meeting and demanded bis rein¬ 
statement. 

“The town wss aflame with exolto- 
ment over the thing." Mr. Wilson re¬ 
called with some amusement. “lie was 
put back In the hospital, but only for 
a short time. The antis finally got him 
out" 

No More Debts. 

Mr. Wilson recalling the many par¬ 
ticularly efficient medical men and 
others who had been associated with 
the hospital In the early days referred 
to the surgeon. John Davey. In Dr. 
Davey's time the hospital had no oper¬ 
ating chamber, no surgical instru¬ 
ments, and used no anaesthetics for 
operations. Dr. Davey himself lent the 
necessary Instruments. When the new 
hospital was built he went to Europe 
sad purchased the necessary Instru¬ 
ments for operations. 

New Hospital. 

The new Jubilee Hospital foundation 
atone was laid by H. R. 11. the Duke 
of Connaught In 1100. Mr. John Grant 
was Mayor of Victoria at the time and 
carried off the honors In such a dis¬ 
tinguished manner that he was spe¬ 
cially complimented by the Royal 
visitor. *— 

The first matron of the hospital was 
Mrs. Murray, of Hooke, a graduate of 
Kingston Hospital. It waa u nde r her 
administration that the Jubilee Hos¬ 
pital nursing school was started. Mr. 
Wilson la not the least appreciative of 
Victoria's ettliens of the splendid work 
which has been done by thla institu¬ 
tion. 

Modelled along the lines of the no¬ 
table Johns Hopkins Institution the 
Provincial Hospital has not always 
been so conveniently equipped as at 
present. But the vicissitudes have had 
their educational value. Experience 
teaches much. And the Institution has 
done Its work despite the fact that H 
has hsd beside the drawbacks of pion¬ 
eer days genuine enemies opposing any 1 
progressive changes at every turn. In 
fact aven In such so-called modem 
times as these thers are people to be 
found who do not consider hospital 
needs as among the foremost. In the 
old days Ilfs was a matter of the sur¬ 
vival of the fittest physically. To-day; 
hundreds of useful men and women, 
and children who win one day be eltl- 
sens. are saved to the community by 
the efficient medical care they receive 
In the big nursing establishment at the 
Willows.- 

Mr. Wilson is the last survivor of 
the pioneer leaders of the First Pres¬ 
byterian Church here, vrtth which for 
over half s century he has been Iden¬ 
tified. For that reagMB he was se- 
lected to officiate when the comer 
stone of the new church which was 
opened two years ago, was laid. There 
are few people who have given a 
more devoted service to the community 
•than Mr.^Wlleon: '

Preparation of the Boll. 

When green beans are at their beat 
for cooking the pods are firm and brit¬ 
tle, breaking with a snap (hence the 
name), and there Is an absence of 
stiingtneee even la the mid-rtp of the 
pod. Than quality lu an doubt due la 
part to the variety planted, but it Is 
also the remit of soli and weather con¬ 
ditions. The beat quality results from 
quick germination and rapid, uninter¬ 
rupted growth. Whilst the broad bean 
Is a decidedly cool-weather crop, the 
kidney bean Is a warm weather crop 
and therefore should not be planted 
until the soil la warm and the weather 
settled and at least moderately warm. 

We now seem to be at the beginning 
of a period suitable for beau planting, 
but we have.thought so several time* 
already this spring and may yet be 
mistaken. If the soil moisture can be 
retained by frequent surface cultiva¬ 
tion beans may be planted successfully 
for three or four weeks yet, so that 
people who have ha<f good intentions 
with reference to planting but who 
have not yet put them Into practice 
may yet achieve signal success in the 
growing of beaus. 

Beans do well In almost all kinds of 
well-cultivated soil. They must have 
soil that Is well drained as they readily 
decay la wet soil, and It la also to be 
remembered that a wet ’aoH Is a €4M' 
soil. Beans need warroW. They d*> 
best on land plowed In* tl* fall or In 
early spring which has been cultivated 
two or throe times previous to plant¬ 
ing. This frequent cultivation helps to 
aerate and warm the son. 

Fertilisers. 

Fresh stable-manure Is not desir¬ 
able for bean growing. If tbs soil Is 
lacking In humus or organic matter, 
a small amount of rotted stable-man¬ 
ure is desirable, especially la planting 
tor green beans. Beans do admirably 
cm sod If kept thoroughly cultivated 
without thr addition of fertiliser, it 
would be a mistake to uee much nitro¬ 
gen fertiliser such as nltraU of *'*da. 
as the bean plant to able to obtain 
a considerable amount of nitrogen tat 
Itself, but superphosphate or even bone 
meal at the rate of *00 to 400 pounds 
per acre would not be amiss. Tbe 
-W# quantity of lime In other than 
limestone regions would also be of 
value. Wood ashes have some value 
In supplying potash which would help 
to insure success in the growing of a 
bean crop. 

Planting. 

When the sail to finely cultivated tbe 
beana should be put In in raws which 
run north and south If peaeibl* so as 
to secure the best distribution of sun¬ 
light. la mo* cnees planting will be 
done by band. The rown should be 
made straight by using a planting Hue 
A trench about two Incbsn deep Is 
made beside the stretched line and 
tbe beans dropped along throe or tour 
inches apart. At a Urns Ilka this 
when used beana are abnormally high 
la price every economy shoold be used 
In planting. Seedsmen should be In 4 
position to tell purchasers the approx- 
inmte percentage vitality of beans and t 
other garden seeds purchased from 
them. 

To test percentage vitality or power 
of germination take a box ten or 
twelve Inches square and about three 
Inches deep. All with mo tot sand aad . ' * 
plant from twenty-five to fifty seeds 
hi rows, one loch deep, id the boa 
In a warm place, la about three days 
the seeds can be uncovered aad the 


fers to bush or dwarf beans. 

Pole or climbing bf*ip are* usually 
used when green and are best planted 
In rrllls 3 to t feet apart each way. They 
will stand more fertilising than bush 
beans. Four or five plants may be 
grown In each hill In the centre of 
which a strong pole or stake, 0 feet 
long, to drtyen. A simple trellis can 
readily be made by driving down posts 
about tan fast apart a long tbe row. 
fastening a wire along the bottom of 
the posts close to the ground and an¬ 
other about five feet up froca ihe 
ground. Cheap twine to then used in 
ilg-iag fashion between the taro wires. 
Pole or runner beans can also be 
grown on treltoes against buildings or 
along fences on which twine to used to 
give them support. 

Cultivation. 

Just as soon as the bean seedlings 
can be seen, above ground, cultivation 
should begin and should continue reg¬ 
ularly once a week until the beans 
are In frill blossom, when It should 
stop. Hhallow cultivation with a 
hand or wheel hoe to best so as to 
preserve a soil mutoh two to three 
inches deep. When going through them 
for tbe last time the soil may be 
slightly moulded up against the plants. 
It Is claimed that the spores of an- 
thrat nose are readily transferred from 
plant to plant when the leaves of the 
bean are wet with dew or rain. For 
this reason brans should not be-culti¬ 
vated or otherwise disturbed when 
wet. 

Green beana should he cooked or 
canned the same day they art taken 


the pitnts are flump tnere is 
danger from moulding, so that they 
should be spread about' thinly. When 
perfectly dry they si* easily shelled 
out with a flail or by tramping or 
pounding. This to easily done on a 
done wooden or cement floor. The 
straw and leaves can be lifted and 
shaken out with a fork, leaving the 
beans and fins stuff behind. Combing 
tba pile with the garden rake also 
helps at this point. Two screens 
should then be obtained, one coarse 
enough to let all tbe beans go through 
and taking out leave# and stems, and 
tho other fine enough to prevent the 
beana getting through. By using the 
coarse screen first and then the fine 
one fair results will be obtained In 
aoparating the beans out from tho 
earth and refuse. 

Returns To Be Anticipated. 

It win take from one to one and a 
half bushels of beans to plant an acre, 
depending on the sise of the beans. If 
economy to used in planting and ninety 
per cent, of the beans gqpninate it to 
possible to plant an acre with fifty 
pounds of seed. The usual • retail price | 
Is from fifteen to twenty cents a 
pound, but thla year nearly double 
that amount. An acre should yield 
from fifteen to twonty-five bushels of 
dry beans If no green pods were used. 
In all probability a bushel of dry beans 
of first quality will be worth from 
fifteen to twenty dollars next Decem¬ 
ber. A pound of beana planted now 
should produce from one to two poMtf 
next fall If they have not already

of Madagascar, who was removed from 
the Island throne over twenty years 
ago by the French, who have since ad¬ 
ministered this huge island off the 
African coast She was removed to 
Reunion, and later to Albicra, where 
she died. 

J.'C. Kingxett, who has resided In 
Victoria for the last few years, was 
personally acquainted with Ranava- 
lona when she queened it in the Mada- * 
K as car capital. Mr. Klngsett had 
charge of a printing and publishing 
business In Antananarivo, belonging to 
th# Friends* Foreign Mission Associa¬ 
tion, of London, England. He lived ^ 
Antananarivo, the capital of the island, 
for over twenty years, and has a thor¬ 
ough knowledge of the people and their 
language. He was presented to the 
Queen on numerous occasions, and ■ 
several limes attended royal banquets i 
and receptions. He lias supplied The I 
Times with the following information 
regarding the late ex-queen. 

"The death of Ranavaiona III, ex- | 
Queen of Madagascar, has removed 
one of the prominent |>ersunages that 
1 had the pleasure of knowing per¬ 
sonally. another being the late tlen. 
Gallienl. French Minister of War, with, 
whom I was intimately acquainted 
during the eight or nine years that he 
was Govemor-tS^hersI and Com¬ 
mander-In-Chief of Madagascar. 

The ITotectorat*. 

“Until conquered by the French in 
1896. Madagascar was an independent 
country, under native government. For 
some months after the Conquest the 
Queen remained on her throne, and her 
country wss treated as a protectorate. 
Then a revolt broke out. and Gallienl 
was sent to suppress it and restore 
order. The poor Queen found herself 
in the unhappy position of being virtu¬ 
ally a prisoner Hi her palace, without 
a vestige of power, although nominally 
responsible for all acts of the con¬ 
querors, as every new law or order
